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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  Crook  and  W3 llington  U.D.C . 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1962. 

The  birth  rate  continued  to  be  lower  than  and  the  death  rate  higher 
than  the  national  figures  as  published  by  the  Registrar  General.  The 
main  causes  of  death  lay  in  the  cardio  vascular  group  of  diseases  which 
accounted  for  57.5$  of  the  total  deaths.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
more  than  twice  as  many  males  as  females  died  from  coronary  artery  disease 
(45  - 18).  Bronchitis  remained  a disease  whose  importance,  as  a cause  of 
direct  and  indirect  morbidity  and  mortality,  is  exercising  increasing 
attention  by  the  Public  Health  Authorities  and  the  Medical  Research  Council, 
and  the  importance  of  the  prevention  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  excessive 
tobacco  smoking  continued  to  receive  widespread  publicity. 

Of  the  principal  infectious  diseases  measles  was  the  main  offender 
but  no  deaths  resulted.  An  outbreak  of  variola  major  (smallpox)  occurred 
in  the  Midlands  during  1962  and  this  led  to  a vaccination  campaign  against 
the  disease  in  your  area,  in  the  course  of  which  941  persons  v/ere  given 
primary  vaccination  and  468  were  revaccinated  - not  a very  satisfactory 
response  despite  holding  extra  sessions  and  the  propaganda  and  publicity 
given. 


No  cases  of  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  or  typhoid  fever  occurred. 

The  campaign  against  tuberculosis  continued  and  all  the  schools  in  the 
area  were  visited  and  immunisation  by  B.C.G.  was  offered  to  pupils,  12  years 
of  age  and  over.  Those  with  positive  tuberculin  tests  were  followed  up  and 
advised  to  have  chest  examinations  and  investigations  were  undertaken  for 
possible  sources  of  infection.  (Fuller  details  will  be  found  in  the  Annual 
Report  1962  of  the  County  Medical  Officer).  The  visits  of  the  Mobile  X-ray 
Unit  continued  in  the  area  and  were  most  helpful. 

Medical  inspections  of  the  housing  conditions  of  the  aged  and  the  sick 
were  carried  out  continuously  during  the  year  and  the  outstanding  problem, 
that  of  diminishing  mobility,  presented  many  difficulties  of  solution. 

Briefly,  because  of  an  insufficiency  in  the  supply  of  bungalow  type  houses 
to  meet  the  demand  of  the  ageing  population  it  was  not  possible  to  rehouse 
the  majority  of  the  aged  whose  infirmities  demanded  it. 

Dental  caries  continued  to  be  seen  to  bo  at  a high  level  among  the 
children  at  the  Child  welfare  Clinics  in  your  area  and  is  a cause  for  concern. 
In  this  connection  investigations  at  a national  level  into  the  importance  of 
fluoride  as  a preventive  measure  are  being  continued.  (The  fluoride  content 
of  the  water  in  your  area  is  less  than  partj/million  and  the  optimum  level 
advised  is  1 part  per  million).  0-2 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  appended  his  report. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council  and  staff  for 
their  co-operation  during  1962.

4.  SCHOOLS  - Occasional  inspections  of  schools  in  the  district  were  made  in 
connection  with  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  and  canteen  facilities. 

No  nuisances  were  reported. 

5.  SMOKE  ABATEMENT  - Industrial  smoke  pollution  cannot  be  considered  a major 
problem  in  this  semi-rural  area  and  informal  action  sufficed  to  deal  with 
isolated  complaints  of  smoking  chimneys,  burning  rubbish  etc. 

6.  PREVENTION  OF  Dii.Mn.GE  BY  PESTS  — During  the  12  months  ended  31st  December,  1902, 
247  dwelling  houses  and  136  shops  and  agricultural  properties  were  inspected. 
Out  of  these,  194  houses,  shops  and  other  premises  were  found  to  be  infested 
by  rats  and/or  mice,  and  treatment  was  carried  out  accordingly.  No  charge  is 
made  for  the  treatment  of  domestic  property  but  shops  and  agricultural 
hereditaments  are  treated  on  a cost  plus  supervision  basis.  Close  supervision 
of  the  Council’s  refuse  tips  and  sewage  works  continued  during  the  year. 

7.  SHOPS  iiND  FOOD  PREMISES  — Continuous  supervision  of  food  shops  and  food 
preparing  premises  has  occurred  during  the  year  to  ensure  that  these  premises 
comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  and  attain  a satisfactory  standard  of 
hygiene.

Collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  on  a weekly  basis  during  the  year 
with  the  exception  of  some  colliery  property  and  Council  housing  estates 
where  the  volume  of  refuse  necessitated  a second  clearance  per  week. 

The  bulk  of  the  refuse  collected  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping 
at  the  riverside  site  at  Willington,  the  Council’s  angledozer  again  proving 
invaluable  in  consolidating  and  controlling  the  tip. 

Salvage  collections  decreased  from  72  tons  84  cwts.  in  the  year  1961, 
to  56  tons  -§-  cwt.  in  1962  with  a proportionate  decrease  in  income.  These 
decreases  were  a result  of  restrictions  on  the  quantities  of  salvage  Thames 
Board  Mills  Ltd.  were  prepared  to  accept  from  local  authorities  during  the 
year. 

13.  FACTORIES  ACTS  - During  the  year  70  inspections  of  premises  subject  to  the 

Factories  Acts  were  made  principally  in  connection  with  sanitary  accommodation.
